In pursuance of this resolution Mr. 
Overstreet, of Indiana, who intro- 
duced and who is in general charge of 
it. Thursday will submit a resolution 

asking that a special rule be reported 
for the immediate consideration of 
the measure. The terms of thil IDC

ufter two hours of discussion, anil the 
udoption of two amendments ap- 
proved by the trainers of the bill.
